Recently, Applicant's attorney, Shahan Islam (Reg. No. 32,507) who was responsible for 
this application, left his employment at the firm of Katten Muchin Zavis Rosenman. In 
reviewing the current status of the files for which Mr. Islam was responsible, it became evident 
that the above-referenced application was abandoned unintentionally. 

Applicant intended for the U.S. Basic National Fee to be withdrawn from deposit account 
number 50-1290. However, it appears that the indicated deposit account did not have sufficient 
funds to cover the fee on June 1, 2001 when an attempt by the USPTO was made to withdraw the 
fee. 1 

Applicant was not aware that the Basic National Fee was not paid for this application.

As explained herein, a copy of the Notice of Abandonment dated June 27, 2001 was faxed to 
the Applicant's undersigned attorney. The Notice of Abandonment indicated that 
Deposit "Account Number. 50-1290 Had Insufficient Funds on 6/1/2001" 
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Customer Service Representative Trjidy Mitchell, who faxed the Notice of Abandonment to 
Applicant's undersigned attorney on May 12, 2003. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant hereby requests that the current application be 
revived. It is hereby submitted that entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for 
the required reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) was 
unintentional. 

As the current application became abandoned for failure to pay the Basic National Fee 
within the 30-month period, Applicant hereby requests that the Basic National Fee for the current 
application be withdrawn from Deposit Account No. 50-1290, as a proper reply pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.137(b).
